No Nation canſubfiſt long in a ſtate of Anarchy, 
gnd it is uterly unlawtul to procure the ruin of a Nation which 
involycs in it the Ruin of the Church ; ſo that it the Perſe- 
cuting Prince flee, there mult be ſome Body ſetup in his Place; 
for without. Goyernment no Nation can ſubſiſt. — 

The Roman Empire was Elective, and the Chriſtians of the 
firſt Ages never concern'd.themſelyes for thoſe Princes which 
perſecuted them , but ſubmitted and paid the ſame Obedience 
to all their ſucceſſors. So when /Ya/eriay became a Perſecuter of 
the Church, and was after that taken Priſoner by Sapores King 
of Perſia, they ſubmitted ro Galrenns his Son. Efiam hoc £2 
acceſſit ad penam , quod cum fil:um haberet Imperatorem cap - 
tivitatis (ug, tamen ac ſeruvitutis extreme nom mvenit nltte 
rem, nec omnino repetitus eft; faith Lattantins, De Mortib:s 
Per/ecutorum. He bad this added to his puniſhment, that thouoh 
he had a Son wh? ſurcegded to him in the Empire, yet the ex- 
tream Slavery ard captruety in which he lived was never re- 
wenged; nor was he ever demanded © his Enemies. Though 
this was a faultin his Son, yetit was none inthe Chriſtians who 
had been his Subjets. And after this, when Licinys cidthe 
{ame thing, and was taken Priſoner by Con antine the Grear, 
and confined to T hefſalonca, inthe Year 324, we find nomen. 
tion made of any ſcruple the Primitive Chriſtians, who were his 
Subjeas, mace to ſubmit ro their Deliyerer, though Licining 
lived a year after this in Greece, |
